In 
the Investlfstlon end euestloning, were fjtanding In or Just outrtde icy office 
door. I told hiss I was ready to start any Uwa the seourlty «s« coiapleted. 
Chief Curry advlaefi bw that the large camraa had tnen aovod away from the 
jail office and that everything vas prepared and that the people had been sOTed 
book across Comaaroe and that aone nawinen would be in the fcasement, tut vould 
he well beclr In the garage. 

Soneone had ordered an araored truck, and It waf agreed that let e 
■nolice car l»ad the srrored tnick as if the prisoner va? In It, and when he 
twned to ths l«ft off Coaeierce where he w»» to pc to EIb and tm-n left, uhlle 
we vcmI'" aetnally have the rrl»on»r In an uraiarVed roUce car and trirn to the 
left on f'a^n '^r««t followed by snothtr groor of officer" in another police 
0!»r s-n<> taV« hlw to the Cowity Jail. 

Security had been set op, we were told, at the Cottjty Jail, and I 
instructed the officers in the car that did not have «;a prisoner to drlt* 
.lust past the back entrance to the ^oonty Jail, and we would drlTO in the 
passageway mads for mloadlng priaoners Where a ateal door could be dropped 
doim behind us. 

Chief Curry then told sie that he tnd Chief :tevanson, who was with bin, 
would go on to the County Jail and wet us there. 

I Instmctod Jeaie? r. Lea'ealle to handcuff hip left hanf' to the prisoner's 
rifht hnnd. The irisoner was already handcuffed. T Instructed i-. Jreves 
to valV to Mp left snd L. 1 . Kontgoawry directly behind hip, and I told thesi 
that T sonlf* walk in front of th« orlsoner oct of the door to the ear, Ve 
decided that thp best ro»ite would he, throufh the lell and ont of tha left door 
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of tbe Jail and th«n U, the fccMumnt flTing us but c f«w f«»t to the ear. 

As w« i.«re lea-vlng to go to t*e jail elevator, I told Cat. T. L, Bakar to 
call dowiBtairs and tell them v« ware on the way down and hare the ear ready. 
r«t. Fakar called and Lt. Wl{;giiie said all vas clear. 

Before taVlnp th« nan out of the ,1all office I »«keri one of the tmlforn 
officer* who was standlnfr to my right If eTarythinf wa« secure. 1 believe that 
two offloerR anrwered tm thst everythins! was all rlfht, I thwi ffdYloed the 
officers following me to com on, and at tM» noiBent Officer Bhorlty, who waa 
drlirtnp the rollce car for the prisoner, was haoHnr into position with the 
not tee oar we were to rnt the rrlsoner In. *» I reached for the oar door 
an<^ told the officer to ryat hl« In the car, 1 heard a ahot. On my left I 
saw Officer -^avea and a nwbar of effleera grab this gum and pull hla to 
the pavement. tet. Craves twisted the run froa his hand and handed It to 
me. The prisoner was carried into the jail office and a doctor wta swmoMi 
and arrived almost Isnedlately and want to work with the pilaotier until an 
anbulanca arrived. intma of the ot^«T offiears took tJve man that 1 found waa 
.Ia<* Ruby up Into the Jail. 

I Instructed Officers J*ority, Leave lie and Qravoe to ride with the jadaoner 
in the aabnlanoe. r«tB. ^. 'P. Beck, i. T . Hont|>omry, C. ' . Frown and nfMlt 
followed the ambulance to the hoi^ltal, where necnrlty was kept until he wae 
released to an jjndertaker. 

Tssnadiately after the Bhootlnft, T sakad T-etectlve Dhorlty to contact the 
oart,sin of the ftnlfomi Plvlslon to aecure the na«e' of ell of the people la 
the hasesient <>t the tliiie of the liiectlnir.
